The problem of rubbish dis-
posal in the southwestern por-
tion of Los Angeles County is
well on its way to being solved,
according to Raymond V. Darby,
chairman of the Board of Super-
visors,

The board at its Tuesday
meeting adopted an order which
will close the dump at 120th
and Normandie on or before
May 1, 1947. At the same time,
the date of March 31 was set for
submission of -sites which will
prove practical for the construc-
tion of an incinerator and for
the setting up of the temporary
cut and coveér method of rubbish
disposal.

Darby presented a report td
the board of the inspection of
various locations which he, to-
gether = with  County Manager
Wayne Allen, Chief Mechanical
Engineer Roscoe E. Shonerd and
fugh Lawrence of the mechani-
cal department had visited the
day before, Darby submitted for
the approval of the board the
acquisition of six or seven acres
at 174th’ and Vermont for a cut
and cover site.
